The new addition is principally 
15,000 square feet of office space. 
So now may be the time to pause 
and examine what has happened 
to the White House. 
When George Washington laid 
the cornerstone in 1792 the idea 
was v.o give the Chief 
Executive a 
fitting and dignified residence.

T WAS eight years before John 
Adams first dignified the m an­ 
sion as a Presidential residence. 
And Thomas Jefferson thought so 
little of it when he came to Wash­ 
ington that he lived in a hostelry 
a few muddy squares from his 
offices in the capitol. 
Dolly Madison really first took 
over the White House and made 
it something more than the crude 
domicile she complained of in the 
diaries of her early tenure. She 
still was reigning queen there 
when the British burned 
it in 
1814. 
It wasn’t until Andrew Jack­ 
son’s day, 15 years later, that 
democracy came with 
a 
wide- 
open door to every son of the 
wilderness who wanted to track 
in mud from the swampy south 
grounds. 


From that time on a good deal 
of business other than purely so­ 
cial has been transacted there, 
but just when the White House 
started to become an office build­ 
ing as well as a residence will 
have to be left to more diligent 
researchers. 
It’s my theory that the “ jour­ 
nalists” were really responsible. 
Wheh they started reporting “ the 
White House says,” Chief Execu­ 
tives must have begun to realize 
that the White House needed a 
few permanent hired hands to be 
sure that what it said was polit­ 
ically accurate.

HE White House secretariat, 
advisors, etc., have of course 
been increasing all through the 
years, but the present spurt ap­ 
parently started with Theodore 
Roosevelt.

The first 
was the United Nations Confer­ 
ence stamp of last spring.

“Freedom of Speech and Religion, 
From Want and Fear” w h i c h 
were taken from the late Presi­

As illustrated here, the words 
are centered on a world globe 
with Mr. Roosevelt’s portrait, at 
the left, the same that has been 
used on previous memorial issues. 
The stamp will be the usual blue 
of five-cent issues.

seems the best

ply to John B. Hughes after hear­ 
ing his “ New and Views” at First 
Methodist church’s Foimders Hall, 
first number of the W arren Talk- 
of-the-Month 
Club 
schedule 
for 
this season. 
Mr. Hughes la widely-traveled 
and well-read, his address present­ 
ing his own interpretation of the 
day’s headlines in a manner easy 
to listen to and just as easy to 
understand. 
Introduced by Frank Wood, pre­ 
sident of First Methodist Men’s 
Class, the speaker talked not so 
much of the war just ended as of 
the events that might make news 
in 
the 
future, 
possibilities and 
probabilities of W orld W a r m 
in the light of today’s known facts. 
Taking in turn the spots to which 
alarmists point, he discussed the 
possibilities of trouble with Rus­ 
sia because of her interest in her 
next-door neighbors; trouble over 
the oil interests in Palestine; in 
Asia, between Chinese Commun­ 
ists and Nationalists, or the Ja p ­ 
anese still in China. 
Coming to the colonies of the 
Asiatic area, Mr. Hughes pointed 
out that our own handling of the 
Philippine situation has literally 
“ put us on the spot” and these 
colonial possessions of the British 
and Dutch are now looking to us 
for leadership in securing their 
own independence. Referring again 
to China, he stressed some of the 
reasons why that country is go­ 
ing to have a tremendous influ­ 
ence on the rest of the world in 
the next few years.

remarks, 
Mr. 
Hughes referred to the threats im­ 
posed by discovery of the atom 
bomb, but quoted a leading flcient- 
i5t who believer that tho greatest 
threat to humanity lies in tho twin 
dangers of poverty and disease, 
aaginst which W orld W a r H I must 
be fought.
